A Septic Tank is actually the 
“stomach” of the disposal sys­ 
tem, its purpose being to digest 
and liquefy the solids entering 
it, discharging liquids to the dis­ 
posal area. 
In general, Septic Tanks are 
constructed of steel or concrete, 
varying in size from 506 to IO OOO 
gallon capacities. Correctly made 
and installed, they form an air­ 
tight and watertight chamber. 
The inlet carries the raw sew­ 
age info the first chamber of the 
tank. Most of the solids will set­ 
tle to the bottom of this chamber, 
developing bacterial c o l o n i e s 
which “feed” on these solids This 
bottom layer is termed, “sludge”.

Narrowed down still further, it looked like 
a problem for Carmine G. DeSapio, chief 
of Tammany Hall — the man who made it 
possible for Robert F. Wagner Jr. to be­ 
come mayor of the nation's largest city. 


BIT MAYOR WAGNER didn t wait for 
Mr. DeSapio to solve the problem He dis­ 
covered. instead, that he was opposed to

He was not 
their responsibility, he insisted. 


He fled to the “reformers.” as typified by 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and Herbert H.

This is an old and standard move in New 
York politics — to get into office by run­ 
ning as an organization Democrat, then to 
stay in office by running against the or­ 
ganization. It works in other places, too 
It has worked again in the New York 
City primary. 
There was an exceptionally heavy vote, 
showing that New Yorkers were in arms 
over the reform issue. They really thought 
Mayor Wagner, after two terms under aus­ 
pices of the Democratic organization, had 
seen the light and would show the way 
to future civic virtue. You can fool some 
of the voters all of the time, you can bet 
on it. 


MEANWHILE. Republicans will take hope 
Their nominee for mayor is Louis J. Lef- 
kowitz. with plenty of backing and the bless­ 
ing of Gov.

It has been 20 years since New York 
had a Republican mayor, the unforgettable 
Fiorello A La Guardia. With the Democra­ 
tic organization rebuked by Robert Wagner, 
its own man Lefkowitz might have a chance.

That W as The Very Idea 


Secretary of Defense Robert S McNamara 
has been forced to defend himself for a pol­ 
icy that is rooted in the foundation of Amer­ 
ican government. 
Critics in Congress have accused him of 
exercising civilian control over a military 
department. Their specific complaint is that 
he used his civilian authority to censor forth­ 
coming public statements of military officers 
and that some of the statements were anti­ 
communist. 
To be sure, the complaint is made in 
connection with an accusation that state­ 
ments against the Communist Conspiracy 
were toned down, thereby giving the com­ 
plainants the benefit of anti-Commumst feel­ 
ing. But their complaint should be evaluated 
in terms of general policy, not in terms of 
the particular subject matter of one group 
of public speeches. 
As far as the Communist Conspiracy is con­ 
cerned, Secretary McNamara has made it 
abundantly clear that he is just as op­ 
posed to it as any of the militarists under 
his authority, or any of the backers some 
of them have found for the claim that their 
speeches should not be subject to review. 
The secretary of defense is not being soft on 
Communism. 
He is. instead, being tough about his his­ 
toric prerogative as secretary of defense 
George Washington, the first president, laid 
down 
the 
policy 
of 
civilian 
control 
of 
military departments. 
When the Department of Defense was cre­ 
ated in 1947, the first secretary was James 
V. Forrestal, a civilian With the exception 
of Gen 
George C. Marshall, who served 


briefly at the beginning of the last decade, 


alt subsequent secretaries have been from 


civilian life Secretary McNamara, like the 


others, has had to prove his right to hold 


his authority against generals, admirals and 


other military critics who have resented his 


presence. 
This is what he is doing now 
The issue is not the Communist Conspir­ 
acy. It is the rule that civilians should con­ 
trol the military power of the United States. 
Secretary McNamara’s position should be 
understood. He is fighting for a traditional 
right.

In the final days of the cam­ 
paign, an issue arose which is 
never absent from any campaign, 
especially when there 
is little 
choice among candidates on any 
pertinent ground It is the issue 
of religious and racial prejudice, 
designated in headlines—because 
it is a short word—as “bias.” 
Arthur Levitt, state controller 
and candidate for the Democra­ 
tic nomination for mayor, accord­ 
ing to the press, charged that 
Mayor 
Robert 
Wagner, also a 
candidate, permitted some of his 
chieftains to circulate an anti- 
Semitic attack against Levitt. 


This is called the “ smear di­ 
rect.” 
Then it was charged by some 
of Wagner’s people that some of 
Levitt’s people had manufactured 
the defamatory literature against 
Levitt to afford the charge of 
bigotry against Wagner 


That is called the “ smear in­ 
direct.” 
Thus 
the 
variations 
on 
the 
theme are many and diverse. 


OF 
COURSE, 
everyone 
de­ 
plores an appeal to racial or re­ 
ligious prejudice. 
And 
in some 
places everyone uses it. 
I well remember the crisis of 
a campaign for mayor in New 
York in 1933 
Fiorello LaGuar- 
dia, who proved to he a good 
mayor, but could play the dema­ 
gogue with the best of his time, 
charged that Joseph McKee, who 
was running as an anti-Tammany 
Democrat, had written an essay 
in his school days casting asper­ 
sions upon 
Italian 
and 
Jewish 
boys 
Since the “Little Flower” 
was both Italian and Jewish, it 
was a deadly weapon rn his cap­ 
able hands 
I was present when McKee s 
managers were discussing ways 
to meet the attack 
After some discussion, a mem­ 
ber of the group who could have 
made a fortune in Hollywood por­ 
traying the political hack, said 
“Let s start a ‘wispenng’ cam­ 
paign ” I 
never 
knew 
whether 
his advice was taken But. if so, 
it was unavailing LaGuardia was 
elected. 
The two parties in New York 
are meticulous in embracing all 
races and religions. In the old 
da> s the city-wide ticket was gen­ 


erally composed of a Catholic, a 
Jew. and a Protestant. The dis­ 
trict attorneys for some reason 
were always Protestant. 


IN TIME, an Italian name was 
substituted for that of a Protes­ 
tant. Witness the current Repub­ 
lican slate. Lefkowitz, Fino, and 
Gilhooley. 
As the Negroes became poli­ 
tically powerful, one of that race 
was nominated by the Democrats 
for president of the Borough of 
Manhattan. 
As I 
have noted, 
there 
are 
many 
varieties 
of 
the 
“bias” 
smear. When there is no possi­ 
bility of proof and it seems im­ 
practical to manufacture one, a 
candidate repeats over and over, 
hand on heart, his right to pub­ 
lic office, “under the Constitution 
of the United States, despite reli­ 
gious affiliation ” 
This easts abroad the suspicion 
that his opponent is indeed op­ 
posed to him on grounds of re­ 
ligion 
It is vary effective. For the op­ 
ponent cannot answer that he is 
really and truly a friend of all 
Americans, etc. That would get 
people thinking that he “protests 
too much” and must be guilty.

I might conclude by suggesting 
that all resorts to religious and

and by inference — should he 
repudiated 
Race and religion as a qualifi­ 
cation for office should be ir­ 
relevant But with human nature 
what it has been and is and will 
he. that ideal cannot be expect­ 
ed in our time.

—presumably producing fallout— 
there is a revulsion of feeling 
about all of them on the theory 
that a decision to test means a 
decision some day actually to use 
nuclear bombs.

of restraint has been devised bv 
the peoples of the world to avoid 
what Prime Minister Lloyd George 
of Britain in 1919 called ‘‘organ­ 
ized murder.”

The 1ft per cent increase in wi­ 
dow's benefits, signed into the 
law bv President K e n n e d y on 
June 3ft, is payable only to those 
widows 62 and over who are re­ 
ceiving benefits based on their 
husbands’ work under social se­ 
curity, he said. 
Under the social security 
widow 62 or over who ha: 
cd under social security 
enough to become insured is us- 
| ually paid retirement b e n e f i t s 
based on her own record of earn­ 
ings. 
She is paid the widow's bene­ 
fits based on her husband's earn­ 
ings onlv if those widow s liene- 
fits would lie higher than her own 
retirement benefits 
Because of the IO per cent in­ 
crease in widow's benefits, Mc­

CAESAREAN BIRTHS 


Too mony babies are delivered by this method 
unnecessarily, says this obstetrical authority

One night last N ovem ber, Mrs. John F. K ennedy 
teas rushed by ambulance to Georgetown U niver­ 
sity Hospital. Less than two hours later, word 
flashed around the world that the wife of the Presi­ 
dent-elect had given birth to a son via Caesarean 
section. Millions of American wives facing child­ 
birth have wondered: how safe is Caesarean deliv­ 
ery and when is it really necessary? For authorita­ 
tive answers, f a m 
i l y w 
e e k l y minted Dr. H um bert 
L. Rum, an obstetrician, to present his views.

F T H E M O R E t h a n 4.000,000 children born each 
year in the U. S. under the m anagem ent of 
physicians. 3 to 5 percent (perhaps 200,000) are 
delivered by C aesarean section In som e private 
hospitals, as m any as one out of five to IO births are 
C aesareans. 
Is childbirth by C aesarean becom ing a fad? From 
our experience at W alter Reed G eneral Hospital, 
w here an average of 40 babies are born each w eek 
to A rm y wives, we believe that virtually half of the 
repeat C aesarean sections perform ed in the past 
have been unnecessary! 
M any wom en who express interest in this tech ­ 
nique fear labor and expect that surgery w ill solve 
their problem quickly and conveniently. O ther 
w om en—tim orous young w ives especially—w ant 
to be sure they will receive enough attention; at a 
C aesarean, they reason, a doctor w ill be present 
throughout the procedure 
A nother factor responsible for the trend is the 
busy physician. For him a C aesarean section— 
‘'childbirth by appointm ent " -is often a tim e-sav ­ 
ing procedure w hen com pared w ith standing by 
for a regular delivery 
Most doctors have been trained to believe that 
if a wom an previously had a baby through surgery, 
her next child should also be delivered this way 
The dictum is no longer true, as studies at W alter 
Reed have shown. 


Ju st w hat is a C aesarean section? Briefly, it in ­ 
volves cutting through the w alls of the abdom en 
and uteru s to rem ove the child from the womb. A 
C aesarean section m ay be done before labor has 
.started or at som e tim e during its course. 
Most w om en eager to take this “short cut" to 
avoid travail are blithely unaw are of the d raw ­ 
backs. First, a C aesarean m other loses three or 
four tim es as m uch blood as in a norm al delivery. 
The chances of com plications grow ing out of a 
transfusion are about the sam e as they are in acute 
appendicitis. M oreover, since a C aesarean requires 
m ore anesthesia, th e m other is exposed to fu rth er 
potential jeopardy. 
Besides, recovery is m ore difficult. In addition to 
the usual convalescence at hom e, the C aesarean 
m other has to go through the healing process of an 
abdom inal incision. She has to have help longer and 
pay m ore visits to h er doctor. 
Any such operation m eans greater possibilities 
of intestinal obstructions as wxll as blood clots. A 
scar on the w om b autom atically m akes the wom an 
a potentially com plicated case from th at tim e on. 
The “rep eat” C aesarean patient becom es v u ln er­ 
able to ru p tu re or hernia later, which w ould call 
for another operation And despite antibiotics, the 
danger of infection is alw ays present. 


T 


h e 
b a b y , 
t o o , does not get all the benefit it 
should. T here is no sure way to estim ate the 
exact age of the unborn; to be on the “safe” side for 
the m other, a doctor may operate too soon, bringing 
forth a prem atu re baby. Such a child has less 
chance of survival, and the death rate is higher 
than for others. Those w ho survive the first few 
hours are vulnerable to certain diseases 
So a C aesarean section, w hich to a wom an may 
appear to tx* an easy and convenient w ay of having 
her baby, can lead to unforeseen tragedy. U nde­ 
niably. under certain circum stances, a C aesarean 


may becom e im perative. The greatest num ber of 
these cases occur w hen the m other is too small in 
proportion to the size of the baby to perm it safe 
delivery by the norm al process. 
N evertheless, we m aintain that in m any cases 
w here C aesarean delivery seem s to bi* indicated 
before labor, it m ay not necessarily be m andatory. 
We have tried n atu ral birth even for a w om an who 
has had as m any as th ree previous C aesareans if 
she show s no p resent signs of abnorm ality. W ith 
m odern surgical techniques in a w ell-staffed hos­ 
pital. an operation can be perform ed quickly after 
this trial of labor, if required. 


T 
n 
a 
s t u d y wx* undertook, w om en w ith previous 
C aesareans w ere asked to en ter the hospital ap­ 
proxim ately a w eek before th eir expected delivery 
date. Wrhen we exam ined them in labor prior to 
surgery, we wrere am azed to find th at in m any in­ 
stances the w om an’s body was preparing itself for 
a norm al delivery. As a result, of 214 wom en who 
had had C aesareans before, th ree out of four were 
delivered norm ally under our supervision—and 
w ithout a single m aternal or fetal death. 
By perm itting trial labor w henever possible, 
W alter Reed G eneral H ospital has cut the C aesare- 
an-section rate in half—from 2.9 percent to 1.5 per­ 
cent of b irth s—and we are keeping it at this low 
rate today, com pared w ith about 5 percent in many 
big-city hospitals. 
To wom en concerned about th eir forthcom ing 
confinem ent: if your doctor suggests th at you u n ­ 
dergo a C aesarean section for the first tim e. re ­ 
m em ber that the standards of the Jo in t Commission 
for A ccreditation of H ospitals req u ire consultation 
w ith at least one other specialist in obstetrics before 
this operation m ay be perfoim ed T his is the rule 
in all first-class hospitals. A fter all. no one has yet 
been able to im prove on the physiological m echa­ 
nism s of the hum an body'

Johnson’s 
Two Loves: 
Family 
and Politics 


The Vice President 
likes a rousing battle 
on Capitol Hill 
almost as much as 
pampering and perplexing 
his wife and 
two daughters

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offered to coach the group. W ord spread 
sw iftly throughout the neighborhood, and 
soon Thom as got perm ission for his team s 
to use a nearby public park 
H aving observed first, then shared in 
Thom as' activities, I joined w ith him rn call­ 
ing a m eeting of p aren ts and interested citi­ 
zens. O ut of this m eeting bloom ed the 
M ig h ty M ite F o o tb a ll L ea g u e, Inc., of 
Springfield V oluntary contributions support 
the program , and in 1960 the organization 
raised $3,000 to pay 20 p art-tim e coaches, 
all of whom w ere college football players or 
physical-education m ajors. 
Realizing that precautions m ust be taken 
to m ake the program safe for boys in 
the first to sixth grades, T hom as established 
strict rules. The playing field, for exam ple, 
m easures 40 by 60 yards. T here are no goal 
posts. Each team is perm itted four dow ns 
to gain six yards. 
Play sta rts from midfield, elim inating the 
kickoff and runback, which we considered 
dangerous. For the sam e reason, punting 
is not perm itted. This doesn’t spoil the gam e 
for the kids because they’re so evenly 
m atched and have a bagful of gam e-busting 
tricks from passing to laterals to handoffs. 
Every boy in the league m ust have at least 
a helm et and shoulder pads as well as 
soft-soled shoes. 
At registration, the players are divided 
into th ree categories: first and second g rad ­ 
ers; third and fourth graders; fifth and 
sixth graders. The groups are not p e r­ 
m itted to play against each other. T here 
is a division, too, of each group into squads 
of about 20 boys, and here the w eight factor 
is considered. A qualified coach is assigned 
to each squad. 
Only after three w eeks of practice are 
the boys perm itted to engage in intrasquad 
gam es, w ith professional officials. We re ­ 
quire that every boy be allow ed to play 
in each gam e. Fifth and sixth graders play 
eig h t-m in u te q u arters; younger boys, six- 
m inute quarters. 
W 
iii LE parents are expected to provide 
shoulder pads, helmet, and shoes, the 
league supplies this equipment when neces­ 
sary. It also provides Jerseys for all par­ 
tic ip a n ts--400! 
B ecause of the em phasis on safety, there 
has been only one injury reported in four 
seasons, and this occurred w hen a boy 
tripped on 
his own shoelace, fell, and 
fractured a finger. 
I prefer gam es th at can be played o u t­ 
doors since I believe the m ost rugged bodies 
are developed this way I realize, how ever, 
that in order to accom plish this we m ust 
hurdle various obstacles. Such a program 
cannot be carried out now by o ur school 
system s because of the shortage of proper 
personnel and facilities. W hen these are 
lacking, as in Springfield's case, the p ro ­ 
gram m ust bt* carried out by an adult n on­ 
profit organization. 
To delay offering a boy the opportunity 
to enjoy com petitive athletics until he is 
in high school is a m istake. W e m ust start 
w hen his body is in its early developm ent. 
It is the n atu ral instinct of m ale children 
to show off th eir physical prowess. W ith 
such n atu ral inclinations, it seem s obvious 


that contact sports m ust begin early. W here 
else but in elem entary school? 
You need only look about you as foot­ 
ball practice starts for high-school and 
college team s to see vacant lots and back 
yards filled w ith boys playing football. 
Such unorganized activity creates a fear­ 
ful hazard 
Som e of the participants have protective 
gear; m ost have none. C hildren as young 
as 6 and 7 may be com peting against boys 
IO to 14. R arely is there any adult su p e r­ 
vision. Since these children are going to 
play football any w ay, it is better that they 
do it under adult guidance.

o o t b a l l is adm ittedly rough but is not, 
com paratively 
speaking, 
a dangerous 
game. T he A m erican Football C oaches A s­ 
sociation's com m ittee on injuries and fatali­ 
ties listed 12 deaths resulting from football 
in 1960. IO in high school and one each in 
college and professional com petition. 
T he N ational Safety C ouncil's 1960 ed i­ 
tion of “A ccident Facts" show s that, through 
the 12th grade, the percentage of injuries 
attributed to football was 9.9. C om pare this 
w ith the 9 3 percent injured in auditorium 
and classroom accidents, or the 10.4 percent 
injured in unorganized activities on school 
property. 
I feel that a football program such as that 
devised by M ighty Mite, Inc., is one that 
will give every boy an opportunity to play

u nder the direction of .skilled leaders, w ith 
m axim um safety. T he value of sportsm an­ 
ship is stressed at all tim es, so a boy may 
learn to give and take, to win and lose. 
F urtherm ore, this program plays a sup­ 
porting role in youth guidance, teaching 
discipline and responsibility. 
President K ennedy has pledged his ad ­ 
m inistration to a program that will inspire 
and prom ote greater physical fitness. “We 
don’t w ant in the U nited S tates a nation of 
spectators,” he has said. “We w ant a nation 
of participants in the vigorous life.’’ 
This, I believe, is a strong endorsem ent 
of our approach: a p a re n t-supported, p ro ­ 
fessionally supervised athletic program to 
give preadolescent 
boys the opportunity 
to develop strong bodies capable of c a rry ­ 
ing them over the tough hurdles they will 
encounter as men.

-■* an elderly gentleman mounted a horse and rode 
through Johnson City, Texas. He hailed his neigh­ 
bors with the greeting. 
This morning a United 
States Senator was born—my grandson." 
The grandson, Lyndon Baines Johnson, not only 
fulfilled the prophecy of Samuel Ealy Johnson, Sr., 
his grandfather, but went beyond it to become the 
youngest majority leader in the histor> of the 
United States Senate and last year was elected 
Vice President of the United States. 
On the snowy day he was inaugurated as Vice 
President, he and his wife Lady Bird looked out 
into the sea of faces and felt the threads of their 
lives coming together in a single fabric. 
Mrs. Johnson told me, ‘‘Somewhere in the crowd 
was Lyndon's first-grade teacher, Mrs. Loney, 
known as Miss Katie.' and Professor H. M Green, 
who taught him government at Southwest State 
Teachers’ College in San Marcos, Texas. Friends 
were there, too. from the days when he got his 
first taste of prominence as the 27-year-old Nation­ 
al Youth Administrator for Texas—even Bishop 
Arthur McKinstry, who married us on Nov. 17. 
1934, in St. Marks' Chapel, San Antonio." 
To know the Vice President, we must see him 
with Lady Bud, his beguiling and intelligent wife, 
and with 17-year-old Lynda Bird and 14-year-old 
Lucy Baines, his effervescent daughters. We must 
see him, too. both as the man he is and as the boy 
and young man he was. 
As effervescent as his daughters, he ll come home 
with an urgent. “Where s Mrs. Johnson? I want to 
kiss Mrs. Johnson.’ 
Or, “Where are my little 
daughters?” Impetuous, he has .schooled Lady Bird 
to expect the unexpected and to act impromptu 
when he cgils at the lith hour to say. "I'm bringing 
six guests for dinner.

His wish commands the Johnson household. It 
has been this way ever since the couple met at the 
home of Mi's. Gene Lasseter, a mutual friend, and 
Lyndon Johnson pursued his “Bird,” as he calls 
her. in a whirlwind courtship. When she first de­ 
murred because of his haste, he protested, "Then 
you don't love me." He made her prove that she 
did. That very day they stood at the altar. 
In the early days of their marriage, he instructed 
his wife to learn all the counties in his congressional 
district and the names of as many constituents as 
she could. A reliable weather vane of possible re­ 
actions to his ideas, she has also worked on his 
speeches, answered the phone in the middle of the 
night to hear the woes of an anxious constituent, 
and taken dictation at two in the morning. As Mrs. 
^ T Thomas. Jr.. her cousin, puts it: "Lyndon 
always had drive and endless ambition. Lady Bird 
had the ability to accomplish what he wanted. He 


i n t e n s i f i e d her own drive and ambition " 
With his "little daughters." as he calls them, he 
. 
an affectionate companion and a busy, pre­ 
occupied father w ho inspires them to call him “sir.” 
Just three days before his inauguration, for in­ 


sta n c e . he took the time to take Lynda Bird to 
New York to buy her a suit for the ceremony after 
. 
ripped the one she had planned to use. 
Johnson is interested in every detail about the 
I is’ appearance. He himself will order 14 suits at

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calories. His girls should do the same. He even of­ 
fered them $30 each to lose weight. 
Johnson is what might be termed a "natural 
politician.” He is a great handshaker, not only 
because it's good politics but because he genuinely 
likes people. 


When he toured Asia. for example, he refused 
to insulate himself in an air-conditioned limousine. 
He also made it his business to have roadside chats 
with bystanders. "I wanted to press palms and feel 
the flesh,” he explained. 
In Karachi. Pakistan, the Vice President acted in 
typically human fashion when a reporter with the 
Johnson party received news that his 18-year-old 
son had been killed in an automobile accident. 
Lady Bird was visiting a hospital when the niw s 
came, and the Vice President, who usually relies 
uj>on her in such matters, had to act alone. Im­ 
mediately upon receiving the news, he started a

collection for a fund in the dead boy’s memory. 
Then, through the American ambassador, Johnson 
located a Karachi boy of the same age who had 
lost his k*g and used the memorial fund to outfit 
this boy with a new limb. 
In an Indian village, the Vice President gave the 
natives a lesson in progress. Seeing a man hauling 
water out of a well with a rope, he stepped forward 
and pulled the bucket up himself. “The reason I 
did this.” he told the crowd, "is that 40 years ago 
in Texas we used to do just that. We used to burn 
our hands with the rope Today it is different. We 
brought electrification to our farms, and our hands 
don’t have to burn. You can have this kind of 
future, too. That is why I’m telling you about it.” 
And as the interpreter spelled out the Vice Presi­ 
dent’s words, the crowd showed that it understood. 
The Vice President is a man who can not only 
give advice but take it- and improve on it W’hen 
he suffered a heart attack and w'ns a patient at the 
Bethesda Naval Hospital, he followed doctors’ or­ 
ders and even went a step further. When the 
doctors limited his intake of calories to 1,500, he 
decided on 1,200. When they wanted him to reduce 
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from 200 to IHG pounds, he set his goal at 170. 
A chain smoker before the attack, he had 
pleaded in an ambulance rushing him to the hos­ 
pital: "Take av.'ay my seat in the Senate, do any­ 
thing, but don’t take cigarettes away from me.” 
Yet when he faced the reality of the heart attack, 
he stopped smoking and kept a package of ciga­ 
rettes at his bedside table just to test himself. He 
hasn’t smoked since. 


Johnson’s working day has often merged into a 
working night Striving for the best, he says that 
he has often had "to settle for the possible." Yet 
he has always aimed to make the possible the best. 
To do so. he has driven himself and others hard. 
taking time for few small pleasures 
He finds pleasure in things mechanical, as befits 
the chairman of the President’s Advisory Council 
on Outer Space. At the LBJ Ranch, for instance, 
he has had a loudspeaker installed, with music 
piped into every room. He indulges a hi-fi enthusi­ 
asm, showing a greater interest in the mechanism 
than the music. 


Johnson loves good conversation, and his own 
abounds in humor and colloquial expressions as 
Texan as his drawl or his cow boy hat. He has an 
irrepressible sense of humor and, as Lynda Bird 
says, "The papers print Daddy's jokes as facts.” 
Even during his hospitalization, his humor came 
through. When Lady Bird told him that a tailor 
who was making two suits for him wanted to know 
w hat to do about them, he replied, "Tell him to go 
ahead with the blue suit. We can use it no matter 
what happens." 


F rom A B C 's to S ilver S ta r 


In Johnson City, where the Vice President w*as 
horn to a family of politicians, government admin­ 
istrators, teachers, and ministers, he showed early 
that his grandfather's prediction might come true. 
Before he was two, he learned the alphabet from 
ABC blocks. At three, he could recite not only 
Mother Goose rhymes but poems by Tennyson. At 
four, he could read 
W h e n his mother read the 
Bible, history, and mythology to him, he showed 
what was to he h is lifelong passion for the facts. 
"Is it true? Did it really happen?” he would ask. 
School, however, had no allure for him. When his 
mother discovered that he had not prepared his 
lessons, she would place the textbook on tin* break­ 
fast table. Then she and her husband would talk 
about the subject. Listening to them, young Lyndon 
had no choice hut to learn. Then, following him to 
the front gate, his mother would continue this 
bootleg instruction by chatting about history, geog­ 
raphy, and algebra. So Lyndon would arrive at 
school 
prepared. 


When high school was over, however, he ran 
away from home to escape his parents’ insistence 
that he go to college. After his funds ran out. he 
returned to Johnson City to take a job in a road 
gang. His parents, knowing that he shoveled gravel 
and pushed a wheelbarrow 
on the highway, 
dreamed he’d "outgrow" his rebellion. After sev­ 
eral months of hard work in the blazing sun, he did. 
If college was the way to become someone, then 
he w'ould g’o to college, he decided. 
There was no money foi tuition. Borrowing $75 
on his own note to get started at Southwest State 
Teat hers’ College, he continued to support himself 
there as school janitor and secretary to the college 
president. Yet at the same time he studied inten­ 
sively, became a leader in campus politics and de­ 
bate. and rehearsed his rhetoric as he swept Within

3 4 years, he had his degree. 
For a year after graduation he 
taught public speaking in a Hous­ 
ton high school. Then he went to 
Washington as secretary to Texas 
Congressman Richard M. Kleberg, 
and three years later he met Lady 
Bird Taylor. 
Together they have weathered 
many crises—there was the child­ 
lessness of their first IO years of 
marriage, his Navy service that 
earned him a Silver Star for gal­ 
lantry (which Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur bestowed on him), and later 
his miraculous survival after the 
crash landing of a Flying Fortress 
in Australia. 
There were also illnesses—his 
kidney infection and his heart at­ 
tack. There were the moments of 
political decision to be made and 
acted upon. 
When, for instance, he went to 
Los Angeles to vie for the 1960 
Democratic presidential 
nomina­ 
tion, he knew that he had started 
his campaign too late and that his 
chances were not good. “When he 
didn't get it," says Diana Tschursin, 
his niece who was working with 
the Johnson delegation, “ it was not 
a big blow. Nobody shed a tear. 


A T u rn in g P o in t 


“The next day, however, when it 
was put to him that he was needed 
for the second spot, we all felt that, 
in accepting it, he was giving up 
too much. There was something 
noble about the way he accepted 
That's when we did cry. For we 
felt as though he was stepping out 
of the driver’s seat he had occupied 
as majority leader to take off his 
coat and pick up the broom.” 
Lady Bird, practical and down to 
earth, assesses her family’s current 
situation coolly. “ I think," she told 
me, “that the girls can get much 
good out of this strange milieu 
they re in They can learn from 
Lyndon's friends and colleagues 
and the many people they meet. Yet 
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we all know that the spotlight is 
temporary and that the time will 
come when we must return to Tex­ 
as, where our roots are.” 
Long before that time comes, 
however, there are the years of the 
Vice Presidency—the crowded years 
of doing. Ju st before the election, 
I quoted Lady Bird Johnson in 


f a m i l y w e e k l y (Oct. 23, 1960) as 
saying, “ I know he is going to 
want to make the office of Vice 
President just as dynamic as is con­ 
sonant with the Constitution. We’ve 
been studying the Constitution very 
carefully.” 


E x p a n d e d R ole 


The Constitution specifies nothing 
more for the Vice President than 
that he should preside over the 
Senate and succeed to the Presi­ 
dency if the Chief Executive dies. 
Richard M. Nixon. Johnson’s pred­ 
ecessor. expanded the functions of 
the office beyond that of any of the 
35 Vice Presidents before him. 
Johnson and Nixon are called by 
some "the smartest politicians in 
their respective parties,” and today 
Lyndon carries on the new tradi­ 
tion of a more meaningful Vice 
Presidency. 
Like Nixon before him. Johnson 
represents the President on mis­ 
sions abroad. Says George E. Reedy, 
Jr., assistant to the Vice President: 
“Vice President Johnson’s trip to 
Asia was an actual working trip, 
during which he had specific au­ 
thority to negotiate. As a result of 
that trip, we increased our assist­ 
ance to Vietnam and Thailand in 
return for assurances from their 
chiefs of state that they would take 
certain actions favorable to us. 
Thus the new’ Vice Presidency is 
expanded even further under John­ 
son If Samuel Ealy Johnson, Sr., 
were alive today, he could tell his 
Texas neighbors that his grandson. 
in the role of a vigorous Vice Presi­ 
dent. is making friends for America 
throughout the world.

Once I realized what was 
happening, I had no difficulty putting myself 
on a strict budget. 
What troubled me most about M other’s 
strictness was her attitude on dating. At the 
time, I thought it w'as terribly unfair that I 
wasn’t allowed to go out as my classmates 
did. Often I was dejected because when I 
returned to school after a weekend of sit­ 
ting at home, the other girls would all be 
talking about the dates they had had. I had 
no sim ilar-experiences to share. 
For a while I was invited to parties or 
asked for a date. Always I had to say I was 
sorry, but I couldn’t go. It wasn’t long be­ 
fore I was no longer asked. They didn’t un­ 
derstand that I simply wasn’t permitted to 
go out. My friends thought I didn’t want to! 
But I did -very much. 


^ C onsequently, my childhood was rather 
lonely. Mother didn’t have much time 
for us because till she m arried executive Al­ 
fred Steele, she had to work to support us, 
and her thoroughness in preparing for a 
movie role left her little free time. She was 
sorry about it, and so were we, but we un- 
derstood the necessity for it. In fact, when 
she arrived home after a long day at the 
studio and took time to ask us how we spent 
our day, we felt guilty about taking up the 
few moments she had to rest and relax. 
I had hoped things would change after she 
m arried Mr. Steele, but they didn t. 
True, she was no longer busy in pictures, 
but now she moved to New York and be­ 
came involved in his work as wrell as in his 
private life. If anything, my existence be­ 
came even lonelier. 
After her m arriage, M other decided I 
would b«' better off at an academy in Pasa­ 
dena, where she left instructions that I was 
not to leave the school during the entire 
semester. Since I was the only girl there on 
weekends, I spent my Saturdays and S un­ 
days helping the nuns in the office. If it 
hadn’t been for their kindness and under­ 
standing, I’d have felt I was in jail. 
I was even confined to the school the sum ­ 
mer after my graduation because Mother 
was away. I returned home three days be­ 
fore I was to leave for Carnegie Tech and 
found everything ready for my departure. 
That was about the last time I was under 
Mother’s supervision. When I got to college. 
I took advantage of my freedom to w ork— 
augmenting my $50 a month allowance from 
Mother—and to date. 
I rather suspect that she went to such ex­ 
tremes for two reasons: to compensate for 
oui lack of a father and because she was 
al l aid of spoiling us. If one has to go to ex­ 
tremes, I'd rather be prepared for life with 
extreme strictness than extrem e leniency. 


Because w e lived in a goldfish bowl, how­ 
ever, newspaper stories of what went on in 
our family were so exaggerated that Mother 
often appeared cruel, which was certainly 
not the case. Take the time Chris supposedly 
“ran away” from home. 
One evening M other became terribly con­ 
cerned when my brother wasn’t home as it 
got dark When she couldn’t find him in the 
neighborhood, she asked some friends to 
help look for him. They eventually found 
him on the Santa Monica beach and brought 
him home. The press got hold of the story 
and made it sound as if Chris was fleeing 
from his "mean" mother, instead of having 
a normal boy’s adventure. 
In all. I learned a lot from the discipline 
she imposed on me. 
For instance, I can turn dow n an exciting 
date in favor of a good night’s sleep if I 
know I have to work the next day. And I 
don’t have to be driven to study for my parts 
because of the habits Mother forced me to 
develop in my school years. 
Five years or so ago, I never would have 
believed I d be thankful for M other’s disci­ 
pline—but I am. I hope my own children 
will be disciplined r.nd, someday, will u n ­ 
derstand why.

o t h e r 's i n s i s t e n c e on buying every­ 
thing for me caused a number of dif­ 
ficulties when I was first on my own.

h e n I’m m a r r i e d and have children of 
my own, I’ll probably be a lot stricter 
with them than most mothers because I ve 
learned that discipline—even in its strictest 
form —can be an asset. 
When I was a child, however, there were 
times when I thought I couldn't stand the 
stern discipline of my mother—you know 
her as Joan Crawford. Many times I felt 
like crying out, “Leave me alone!” I wanted 
to rebel, even run away.

“When you’ve put on something more 
suitable.” she told me sternly, “bring back 
those clothes. I’m going 
to give them away.” 
She did. 
Contrary to popular 
belief about the chil­ 
dren of movie stars, 
my brother Chris, who 
is now 18. my tw in sis­ 
ters Cindy and Cathy, 


who are 14. and I never had a maid waiting 
on us Mother had household help, of course, 
but the maid only came into our rooms 
about once a month to do heavy cleaning. 
The rest of the time we had regular house­ 
hold chores. 
We received allowances—25 cents a week 
when we were little, progressively more as 
we grew older—but scarcely in line with the 
allowances of other children of wealthy 
parents. However, we hardly got to touch 
the money. It was put into our banks and 
used only for special occasions.

I const meted of steel or concrete, 
I varying in size from 500 to IO.OOO 
I gallon capacities. Correctly made 
and installed, they form an air­ 
tight and watertight chandler. 
The inlet carries the raw sew­ 
age into the first cham ber of tho 
tank. Most of the solids will set­ 
tle to the bottom of this chandler, 
developing 
bacterial c o l o n i e s 
which “ feed” on these solids This 
,'ottom layer is termed, “ sludge”. 
X crust or “ m at” will usually 
form on the fop, this being com­ 
posed mainly of grease and fatty 
substances which have a tenden­ 
cy to float. The second cham ber 
enables 
further 
clarification 
of 
the water prior to passing out *o 
the drainage area. Water leaving 
a Septic Tank is referred to as 
“effluent” . 
Septic Tanks will operate satis­ 
factorily as long as the “ m at” 
and “ sludge” do not build up to 
the point where they start feeding 
through into the second chamber, 
and then out to the drainage area.

putting more into the tank in anv

than 
its designed 
capacify. (3) temperature changes 
which slow down the bacterial di­ 
gestion, and (4) excessive use of 
greases and fats 
Regular 
use 
of

That Was The Very Idea 


Secretary of Defense Robert S McNamara 
has been forced to defend himself for a pol­ 
icy that is rooted in the foundation of Amer­ 
ican government. 
Critics in Congress have accused him of 
exercising civilian control over a military’ 
department Their specific complaint is that 
he used his civilian authority to censor forth­ 
coming public statements of military officers 
and that some of the statements were anti­ 
communist 
To be sure, the complaint is made in 
connection with an accusation that state­ 
ments against the Communist Conspiracy 
were toned down, thereby giving the com­ 
plainants the benefit of anti-Commumst feel­ 
ing. But their complaint should be evaluated 
in terms of general policy, not in terms of 
the particular subject matter of one group 
of public speeches. 
As far as the Communist Conspiracy is con­ 
cerned, Secretary’ McNamara has made it 
abundantly clear that he is just as op. 
posed to it as any of the militarists under 
his authority, or any of the backers some 
of them have found for the claim that their 
speeches should not be subject to review 
The secretary of defense is not being soft on 
Communism. 
He is, instead, being tough about his his­ 
toric prerogative as secretary of defense 
George Washington, the first president, laid 
down 
the 
policy 
of 
civilian 
control 
of 
military departments. 
When the Department of Defense was cre­ 
ated in 1947, the first secretary was James 
V. Forrest ai. a civilian With the exception 
of Gen 
George C. Marshall, who served 


briefly at the beginning of the last decade 


all subsequent secretaries have been from 


civilian life Secretary McNamara, like the 


others, has had to prove his right to hold 


his authority against generals admirals and 


other military critics who have resented his 


presence. 
This is what he is doing now 
The issue is not the Communist Conspir­ 
acy. It is the rule that civilians should con­ 
trol the military power of the United States. 
Secretary McNamara's position should be 
understood He is fighting for a traditional 
right.

Political Smears

A rough, windy primary cam­ 
paign rn New York City has end­ 
ed. The results, published over 
the nation, are not relevant to 
the purpose of this article. Our 
abiding interest should be the low 
level which political campaigning 
in this country so often reaches 
In the final days of the cam­ 
paign. an issue arose which is 
never absent from any campaign, 
especially when there is little 
choice among candidates on any 
pertinent ground It is the issue 
of religious and racial prejudice, 
designated in headlines—because 
it is a short word—as “bias.” 
Arthur Levitt, state controller 
and candidate for the Democra­ 
tic nomination for mayor, accord­ 
ing to the press, charged that 
Mayor Robert Wagner, also a 
candidate, permitted some of his 
chieftains to circulate an anti- 
Semitic attack against Levitt. 


This is called the “ smear di­ 
rect.” 
Then it was charged by some 
of Wagner’s people that some of 
Levitt's people had manufactured 
the defamatory literature against 
Levitt to afford the charge of 
bigotry against Wagner 


That is called the “ smear in­ 
direct.” 
Thus 
the 
variations 
on 
the 
theme are many and diverse. 


OF 
COURSE, 
everyone 
de­ 
plores an appeal to racial or re­ 
ligious prejudice. 
-And 
in some 
places everyone uses it. 
I well remember the crisis of 
a campaign for mayor in New 
York rn 1933 
Fiorello LaGuar- 
dia. who proved to be a good 
mayor, but could play the dema­ 
gogue with the best of his time. 
charged that Joseph McKee, who 
was running as an anti-Tammany 
Democrat, had written an essay 
in his school days casting asper­ 
sions upon 
Italian 
and 
Jewish 
boys 
Since the “ Little Flower" 
was both Italian and Jewish, it 
was a deadly weapon in his cap­ 
able hands. 
I was present when McKee s 
managers were discussing ways 
to meet the attack. 
After some discussion, a mem­ 
ber of the group who could have 
made a fortune in Hollywood por­ 
traying the political hack, said 
“Let s start a 
wispenng’ cam­ 
paign ” I 
never knew 
whether 
his advice was taken But. if so, 
it was unavailing. LaGuardiawas 
elected 
The two parties in New York 
are meticulous in embracing all 
races and religions. In the old 
da} s the city-wide ticket was gen- 


The testaments of all religions 
contain the equivalent of the com­ 
mandment: “Thou shalt not kill.”

alry. War is roundly denounced 
as each side professes to be in­ 
terested in attaining peace while 
the other side is 
blamed 
for 
provocations that could lead to 
armed conflict 
Governments frown at one an­ 
other and send out sharply worded 
diplomatic notes but the means 
of disarming reckless men who 
may bring on war is yet to be 
discovered 
There are no tests to find ways 
of depriving dictators of the power 
suddenly to 
plunge 
their 
own 
country and the world into a nu­ 
clear war. 
No 
decision 
which 
President 
Kennedy has made could have 
caused him more anguish than 
the authorization to American sci­ 
entists and military men to re­ 
sume nuclear tests. Even though 
the American tests are 
to 
be 
underground and in laboratories, 
while the Soviets have already 
held four tests in the atmosphere 
—presumably producing fallout— 
there is a revulsion of feeling 
about all of them on the theory 
that a decision to test mean* a 
decision some day actually to use 
nuclear bombs. 
Never in history has the world 
faced so powerful and so devastat­ 
ing a weapon as the big nu­ 
clear bomb 
Estimates vary as 
to the millions of persons who 
can be killed or the wide area 
that can be destroyed but those 
scientists who understand the ef­ 
fectiveness of these weapons have 
told 
congressional 
committees 
again and again of the awfulness 
of these new tools of war. 
Under the circumstances 
the 
world 
is challenged to find 
s 
way to prevent a disaster of in­ 
calculable proportions 
What is being done or likely to 
be done about it? A group of 
25 nations who call themselves 
non-aligned but who. for the most 
part, play the Communist game 
has called on the governments at 
Moscow and Washington to enter 
into some kind of summit confer­ 
ence to secure a peaceful settle­ 
ment of outstanding issues. 


GREAT BRITAIN and France 
have expressed their concurrer,. * 
with President Kennedy’s action 
in ordering underground tests and 
have echoed a widely prevailing 
sentiment in this country that he 
had no other choice. 
Mr 
Kennedy 
had 
proposed 
that, before Sept. 9 a new agree 
ment be made to suspend all te^:? 
rn the air. 
But there may be back of the 
recent moves some other manem 
ers by the Soviets that have iv 
yet appeared 
It is considered quite possible 
that only a 
compelling 
rca 
caused Premier 
Khrushchev 
t ■ 
violate all the previous pledges 
in which h< proclaimed his de. 
termination to resume nuclear 
testing only if the West did sn 
One theory is that his own rn 
tarv people forced his hand The 
probabilities are that the Soviet 
discovered they were somewhat 
behind in the nuclear-arms r.< * 
and couldn't wait any longer for 
an opportunity to make certain 
tests 
Once these tests are over how 
ever, it is tieing suggested that 
the Moscow government may br 
willing to enter into an 
a g re e , 
ment to ban further 
tests 
ir 
definitely—or at least until Soviet 
scientists again produce somethin: 
on the drawing boards that absn 
lutelv requires testing in order to 
determine its effectiveness. 


ASSI MING that there soon u . 
be a moratorium again on nuclear 
tests, what 
assurance 
has 
the 
world that one man in the Krem 
bn may not take some militarv 
step that will compel the use first 
of smaller nuclear weapons and 
then later one of the bigger ones? 
Once a battle starts, it might be 
difficult to secure any sudden stop 
page, and the final results could 
be a terrible loss of human live 
Theoretically, 
the 
United Na­ 
tions was supposed to be a forum 
in which such a 
vital 
su b ject 
might be debated but there arc 
no signs as yet that world opinion 
has been mobilized to bring about 
action at the U N to require a 
binding agreement covering 
not 
just the tests but the actual use 
of nuclear weapons in the future 
One would think that the eon 
science of 
mankind 
wmtild 
be 
troubled not only that nuclear 
war is seriously contemplated as 
a possibility but that no method 
of restraint has been devised bv 
the peoples of the world to avoid 
what Prime Minister Lloyd George 
of Britain in 1919 called “ organ­ 
ized murder." War todav 
with 
nuclear weapons would 
be 
far 
more a fulfillment of that term 
than it ever has been in the past.

THE 
TRUTH ABOUT 
CAESAREAN BIRTHS 


Too many babies are delivered by this method 
unnecessarily, says this obstetrical authority

One night last November, Mrs. John F. K ennedy 
was rushed by ambulance to Georgetown U niver­ 
sity Hospital. Less than two hours later, word 
flashed around the world that the wtfe of the Presi­ 
dent-elect had given birth to a son via Caesarean 
section. Millions of American wives facing child­ 
birth have wondered: how safe is Caesarean deliv­ 
ery and when is it really necessary? For authorita­ 
tive answers, f a m i l y w e e k l y invited Dr. H um bert 
L. Rum, an obstetrician, to present hts views.

F t h e m o r e t h a n 4.000,000 children born each 
year in the U. S. under the m anagem ent of 
physicians, 3 to 5 percent (perhaps 200,000) are 
delivered by C aesarean section In som e private 
hospitals, as m any as one out of rive to IO b irth s are 
C aesareans. 
Is childbirth by C aesarean becom ing a fad? From 
our experience at W alter Reed G eneral H ospital, 
w here an average of 40 babies are born each w eek 
to A rm y wives, we believe that virtually half of the 
repeat C aesarean sections perform ed in the past 
have been unnecessary' 
M any women who express interest in this tech ­ 
nique fear labor and expect that surgery will solve 
their problem quickly and conveniently. O ther 
w om en—tim orous young wives especially—w ant 
to be sure they will receive enough attention; at a 
C aesarean, they reason, a doctor will be present 
throughout the procedure 
A nother factor responsible for the trend is the 
busy physician. For him a C aesarean section 
“childbirth by appointm ent 
is often a tim e-sav ­ 
ing procedure when com pared w ith standing by 
for a regular delivery 
Most doctors have been trained to believe that 
if a wom an previously had a baby through surgery 
her next child should also be delivered this was 
The dictum is no longer true, as studies at W alter 
Reed have shown. 


Ju st w hat is a C aesarean section? Briefly, it in­ 
volves cutting through the walls of the abdom en 
and u terus to rem ove the child from the wom b A 
C aesarean section m ay be done before labor has 
started or at som e tim e during its course. 
Most wom en eager to take this "short c u t” to 
avoid travail are blithely unaw are of the d raw ­ 
backs. First, a C aesarean m other loses three or 
four tim es as m uch blood as in a norm al delivery. 
The chances of com plications grow ing out of a 
transfusion are about the sam e as they are in acute 
appendicitis. M oreover, since a C aesarean requires 
m ore anesthesia, the m other is exposed to fu rth er 
potential jeopardy. 
Besides, recovery is m ore difficult. In addition to 
the usual convalescence at hom e, the C aesarean 
m other has to go thiough the healing process of an 
abdom inal incision. She has to have help longer and 
pay m ore visits to her doctor. 
Any such operation m eans greater possibilities 
of intestinal obstructions as well as blood clots. A 
scar on the wom b autom atically m akes the wom an 
a potentially com plicated case from that tim e on 
The "rep e at’’ C aesarean patient becom es v u ln e r­ 
able to ru p tu re or hernia later, which w ould call 
for another operation And despite antibiotics, the 
danger of infection is alw ays present. 


T 


h e 
b a b y , 
t o o , does not get all the benefit it 
should. T here is no sure way to estim ate the 
exact age of the unborn; to be on the "safe" side for 
the m other, a doctor may operate too soon, bringing 
forth a prem ature baby. Such a child has less 
chance of survival, and the death rate is higher 
than for others. Those who survive the first few 
hours are vulnerable to certain diseases 
So a C aesarean section, which to a w om an may 
appear to be an easy arid convenient w ay of having 
her baby, can lead to unforeseen tragedy. U n d e­ 
niably, under certain circum stances, a C aesarean 


may becom e im perative. The greatest num ber of 
these cases occur w hen the m other is too small in 
proportion to the size of the baby to perm it safe 
delivery by the norm al process. 
N evertheless, we m aintain that in m any cases 
w here C aesarean delivery seem s to be indicated 
before labor, it m ay not necessarily bi* m andatory. 
We have tried n atu ral b irth even for a w om an who 
has had as m any as th ree previous C aesareans if 
she show s no present signs of abnorm ality. With 
m odern surgical techniques in a w ell-staffed hos­ 
pital, an operation can be perform ed quickly after 
this trial of labor, if required. 


T 
n a s t u d y we undertook, w om en w’ith previous 
C aesareans w ere asked to en ter the hospital ap­ 
proxim ately a w'eek before their expected delivery 
date. W hen we exam ined them in labor prior to 
surgery, we w ere am azed to find th at in m any in­ 
stances the w om an's body w as preparing itself for 
a norm al delivery. As a result, of 214 wom en who 
had had C aesareans before, th ree out of four were 
delivered norm ally under our supervision—and 
w ithout a single m aternal or fetal death 
By perm itting trial labor w henever possible, 
W alter Reed G eneral H ospital has cut the C aesare- 
an-section rate in half—from 2.9 percent to 1.5 per­ 
cent of b irth s—and we are keeping it at this low 
rate today, com pared w ith about 5 percent in many 
big-city hospitals. 
To w om en concerned about th eir forthcom ing 
confinem ent: if your doctor suggests th at you u n ­ 
dergo a C aesarean section for the first tim e. re ­ 
m em ber that the standards of the Joint Commission 
for A ccreditation of H ospitals req u ire consultation 
w ith at least one o th er specialist in obstetrics before 
this operation m ay be perform ed. T his is the rule 
in all first-class hospitals. A fter all. no one has yet

Lyndon 
Johnson’s 
Two Loves: 
Family 
and Politics 


The Vice President 
likes a rousing battle 
on Capitol Hill 
almost as much as 
pampering and perplexing 
his wife and 
two daughters

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offered to coach the group. W ord spread 
sw iftly throughout the neighborhood, and 
soon Thom as got perm ission for his team s 
to use a nearby public park. 
H aving observed first, then shared in 
Thom as’ activities, I joined w ith him in call­ 
ing a m eeting of parents and interested citi­ 
zens. O ut of this m eeting bloom ed the 
M ig h ty M ite F o o tb a ll L ea g u e, Inc., of 
Springfield V oluntary contributions support 
the program , and in 1960 the organization 
raised $3,000 to pay 20 p art-tim e coaches, 
all of whom w ere college football players or 
physical-education m ajors. 
Realizing that precautions m ust be taken 
to m ake the program safe for boys in 
the first to sixth grades, T hom as established 
strict rules. The playing field, for exam ple, 
m easures 40 by GO yards. T here are no goal 
posts. Each team is perm itted four dow ns 
to gain six yards. 
Flay sta rts from midfield, elim inating the 
kickoff and runback, w hich we considered 
dangerous. For the sam e reason, punting 
is not perm itted. This doesn’t spoil the gam e 
for the kids because th ey ’re so evenly 
m atched and have a bagful of gam e-busting 
tricks from passing to laterals to handoffs. 
Every boy in the league m ust have at least 
a helm et and shoulder pads as well as 
soft-soled shoes. 
At registration, the players are divided 
into th ree categories: first and second g rad­ 
ers; third and fourth graders; fifth and 
sixth graders. T he groups are not p er­ 
m itted to play against each other. T here 
is a division, too. of each group into squads 
of about 20 boys, and here the w eight factor 
is considered. A qualified coach is assigned 
to each squad. 
Only after th ree w eeks of practice are 
the boys perm itted to engage in intrasquad 
games, w ith professional officials. We re ­ 
quire that every boy be allow ed to play 
in each gam e. Fifth and sixth graders play 
eig h t-m in u te q u arters; younger boys, six- 
m inute quarters. 


W 


h i l e p a r e n t s are expected to provide 
shoulder pads, helm et, and shoes, the 
league supplies this equipm ent w hen neces­ 
sary. It also provides jerseys for all p a r­ 
tic ip a n ts -400! 
B ecause of the em phasis on safety, there 
has been only one injury reported in four 
seasons, and this occurred w hen a boy 
tripped on his own shoelace, fell, and 
fractured a finger. 
I prefer gam es that can be played o u t­ 
doors since I believe the m ost rugged bodies 
are developed this way I realize, how ever, 
that in order to accom plish this we m ust 
hurdle various obstacles. Such a program 
cannot be carried out now' by our school 
system s because of the shortage of proper 
personnel and facilities. W hen these* are 
lacking, as in Springfield's case, the p ro ­ 
gram m ust be carried out by an adult n on­ 
profit organization. 
To delay offering a boy the opportunity 
to enjoy com petitive athletics until he is 
rn high school is a m istake. We m ust start 
w hen his body is in its early developm ent. 
It is the natural instinct of m ale children 
to show off th eir physical prowess. W ith 
such n atu ral inclinations, it seem s obvious 


that contact sports m ust begin early. W here 
else but in elem entary school? 
You need only look about you as foot­ 
ball practice starts for high-school and 
college team s to see vacant lots and back 
yards filled w ith boys playing football. 
Such unorganized activity creates a fear­ 
ful hazard 
Som e of the participants have protective 
gear; m ost have none. C hildren as young 
as 6 and 7 may be com peting against boys 
IO to 14. R arely is there any adult su p e r­ 
vision. Since these children are going to 
play football anyw ay, it is better that they 
do it under adult guidance. 
F 
ootball is adm ittedly rough but is not, 
com paratively 
speaking, 
a dangerous 
game. The A m erican Football C oaches A s­ 
sociation’s com m ittee on injuries and fatali­ 
ties listed 12 deaths resulting from football 
in 1960, IO in high school and one each in 
college and professional com petition. 
The N ational Safety C ouncil's 1960 ed i­ 
tion of “A ccident Facts" show's that, through 
the 12th grade, the percentage of injuries 
attributed to football was 9.9. C om pare this 
w ith the 9 3 percent injured in auditorium 
and classroom accidents, or the 10.4 percent 
injured in unorganized activities on school 
property. 
I feel that a football program such as that 
devised by M ighty Mite, Inc., is one that 
will give every boy an opportunity to play

under the direction of skilled leaders, w ith 
m axim um safety. T he value of sportsm an­ 
ship is stressed at all tim es, so a boy may 
learn to give and take, to win and lost* 
F urtherm ore, this program plays a su p ­ 
porting role in youth guidance, teaching 
discipline and responsibility. 
President K ennedy has pledged his a d ­ 
m inistration to a program that will inspire 
and prom ote greater physical fitness. “We 
don't w ant in the U nited S tates a nation of 
spectators,” he has said. “We w ant a nation 
of participants in the vigorous life " 
This, I believe, is a strong endorsem ent 
of our approach: a parent-supported, p ro ­ 
fessionally supervised athletic program to 
give preadolescent 
boys the opportunity 
to develop strong bodies capable of ca rry ­ 
ing them over the tough hurdles they will 
encounter as men.

President, he and his w ife Lady Bird looked out 
into the sea of faces and felt the threads of their 
lives coming together in a single fabric. 
Mrs. Johnson told me, “Som ew here in the crow d 
was Lyndon’s first-grade teacher,

known as ‘Miss Katie.' and P rofessor H M G reen, 
who taught him governm ent at Southw est State 
Teachers’ C ollege in San M arcos, T exas. Friends 
were there, too. from the days w hen he got his 
first taste of prom inence as the 27-year-old N ation ­ 
al Youth A dm inistrator for T exas—even B ishop 
Arthur M cKinstry. w ho m arried us on N ov. 17. 
1934. in St Marks' C hapel. San A ntonio.’

than the m usic. 
Johnson loves good conversation, and his ow n 
abounds in hum or an*! colloquial exp ression s as 
T exan as his draw l or his cow boy hat Ho has an 
irrepressible sense of hum or and, as Lynda Bird 
says, "The papers print D addy’s jokes as facts.” 
Even during his hospitalization, his hum or cam e 
through. W hen Lady Bird told him that a tailor 
who w as m aking tw o suits for him w anted to know 
what to do about them , he replied, “T ell him to go 
ahead with th** blue suit. WY can use it ut* m atter 
what happens.” 


From A B C ’s to Silver Star 


In Johnson C ity, w here th** V ice P resident was 
born to a fam ily of politicians, governm ent adm in­ 
istrators, teachers, and m inisters, lit* show ed early 
that his grandfathers prediction m ight com e true 
B efore he was tw o, he learned the alphabet from 
A BC blocks. At three, he could recite not only 
M other G oose rhym es but poem s b\ T ennyson.

had no choice hut to learn Then, billow ing him to

T ogether they have w eathered 
m any crises—th ere was the ch ild ­

A rth u r bestow ed on him ), and later 
his m iraculous survival after the 
crash landing of a Flying F ortress 
in A ustralia. 


T here w ere also illnesses—his 
kidney infection and his h eart a t­ 
tack.

A Turning Point 


“The next day, how ever, w hen it 
was put to him that he w as needed 
for the second spot, w e all felt that, 
in accepting it, he w as giving up

T here was som ething 
noble about the way he accepted. 
T hat s w hen we did cry. For we 
felt as though he w as stepping out 
of the d riv er’s seat he had occupied 
as m ajority leader to take oil his 
coat and pick up the broom .”

“I think," she told 
me, “that the girls can get m uch

Long before that tim e comes, 
how ever, th e re are the years of the 
Vice Presidency 
the crow ded years 
of doing Ju st before the election, 
I quoted Lady B ird Johnson in 


f a m i l y w e e k l y (Oct. 23. 1960) as 
saying, “I know he is going to 
w ant to m ake th e office of Vice 
President ju st as dynam ic as is con­ 
sonant w ith the C onstitution. W e’ve 
been studying the C onstitution very 
carefully.” 


Expanded Role 


The C onstitution specifies nothing 
m ore for the Vice P resid tn t than 
that he should preside over the 
Senate and succeed to the Presi­ 
dency if the C hief Executive dies. 
R ichard M. Nixon, Johnson’s pred­ 
ecessor. expanded the functions of 
the office beyond that of any of the 
35 Vice P residents before him. 
Johnson and Nixon are called by 
som e “the sm artest politicians in 
their respective parties," and today 
L yndon carries on the new tradi­ 
tion of a m ore m eaningful Vice 
Presidency. 
Like N ixon before him. Johnson 
represents the P resident on mis­ 
sions abroad Says G eorge E. Reedy, 
Jr., assistant to the Vice President: 
“Vice P resident Johnson's trip to 
Asia w as an actual w-orking trip, 
during which he had specific au ­ 
thority to negotiate. As a result of 
that trip, we increased our assist­ 
ance to V ietnam and Thailand m 
retu rn for assurances from their 
chiefs of state that they would take 
certain actions favorable to us.’ 
T hus the new Vice Presidency is 
expanded even fu rth e r under John­ 
son If Sam uel Ealy Johnson, Sr., 
w ere alive today, he could tell his 
T exas neighbors that his grandson, 
in the role of a vigorous Vice P resi­ 
dent, is m aking friends for A m e r i c a 
throughout the world.

She was 
sorry about it, and so were we, but we u n ­ 
derstood the necessity for it. In fact, when 
she arrived home after a long day at the 
studi<* and took time to ask us how we spent 
oui day. we felt guilty about taking up the 
few moments she had to rest and relax. 
I had hoped things would change after she 
m arried Mr. Steele, but they didn t. 
True, she was no longer busy in pictures, 
but now she moved to New York and be­ 
came involved in his work as well as in his 
private life. If anything, my existence be­ 
came even lonelier. 
After her m arriage, M other decided I 
would be better oil at an academy in Pasa­ 
dena, where she left instructions that I was 
not to leave the school during the entire 
semester.

I'd rather bt* prepared for life w'ith 
extreme strictness than extrem e leniency.

Because we lived in a goldfish bowl, how'- 
ever, newspaper stories of what went on in 
our family were so exaggerated that M other 
often appeared cruel, which was certainly 
not the case.

In all. I learned a lot from the discipline 
she imposed on me.

And I 
don’t have to be driven to study for my parts 
beta use of the habits Mother forced me to 
develop in my school years. 
Five years or so ago, I never would have 
believed I d be thankful for M other’s disci­ 
pline—but I am. I hope my own children 
will be disciplined rind, someday, will un­ 
derstand w’hy.

h e n I’m m a r r i e d and have children of 
my own, ITI probably be a lot stricter 
with them than most m others because I’ve 
learned that discipline—even in its strictest 
form —can be an asset. 
W hen I was a child, hotvever, there w ere 
tim es w hen I thought I couldn't stand the 
stern discipline of my m other—you know 
her as Joan C raw ford. M any tim es I felt 
like crying out, “Leave me alone!” I wanted 
to rebel, even run aw ay. 
My m other's insistence on firm discipline 
never slackened from the day she adopted 
me until I finally quit school against her 
w ishes and began an acting career of my 
ow n—w ithout any support from her. 
I rem em ber w hen I was in my teens, I 
pleaded w ith M other to let me w ear the 
type of clothes the other girls w ere w ear­ 
ing. but she felt that teen -age fads were 
terrible. I agree— now—but at the tim e I 
resented it terribly. 
One afternoon I couldn’t stand being “dif­ 
ferent from other teen -ag ers and donned a 
pair of pedal pushers at school 
then made 
the m istake of w earing them home. When 
M other saw me, she im m ediately ordered 
me to my room to change. 
“ W hen you’ve put on som ething more 
suitable." she told me sternly, “bring back 
those clothes. I'm going 
to give them aw ay.” 
She did. 
C ontrary to popular 
belief about the chil­ 
dren of movie stars, 
my brother Chris, who 
is now 18. my twin sis­ 
ters Cindy and Cathy, 
w ho are 14. and I never had a maid waiting 
on us M other had household help, of course, 
but the m aid only cam e into our rooms 
about once a m onth to do heavy cleaning 
The rest of the tim e we had regular house­ 
hold chores. 


W e received allow ances—25 cents a week 
w hen we w ere little, progressively more as 
we grew older 
but scarcely in line with the 
allow ances of other children of wealthy 
pa rents H ow ever, we hardly got to touch 
the money It was put into our banks and 
used only for special occasions.

o t h e r s i n s i s t e n c e on buying every­ 
thing for me caused a num ber of dif­ 
ficulties w hen I was first on m y own.

But I had to assert myself 
Those first few m onths in New York were 
rough I took a job as a receptionist earning 
only $40 a week Since I had become accus­ 
tom ed to expensive things through M other’s 
influence- her choice was always in good 
taste and extrem ely generous I tended to
